Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) . The 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims. Therefore, the anchor screw (including blades) must 
be shown or the feature (s) canceled from the claim (s) . No new 
matter should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 11, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Roba 4,778,142. Roba discloses a screw 
anchor (6), a connector assembly (12, 7, 9, and 11) being 
generally U-shaped bracket having a pair of legs having a 
fastener (8), a bracket assembly (14), a threaded rod (15). 

Claims 1-4, 8, 9, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Kilborn 3,606,231. Kilborn discloses a 
beam restrainer portion (12) having a bottom plate (102) and a 
side plate (104) with apertures (column 3, lines 22ff ) , a shaft 
(18) having a connector plate (24), a connector assembly being a 
threaded rod ((30, 31, 35). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-7 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims . 

Conclusion

The prior art discloses conventional anchor means.
